Richmond, Va., January 20.—(Special.)— 
A rather remarkable story of magnanim- 
ity and self-denial in which a Virginian 
of wide family connection figures has 
recently come to light in this city. The 
story is that of an old man who, having 
worked hard all his life to accumulate a 
few thousand dollars, settled the entire 
amount wah the exception of an annual 
pittance, upon his two nieces, who are 
his nearest living relatives. 

Dantel Riddick, the gentleman in ques- 
tion, was born in southeastern Virginia, 
somewhere in the twenties. Here he 
lived until the breaking out of the war 
when, with his brother, he enlisted in the 
armies of the confederacy. Both of these 
young men had been but recently mar- 
ried, and neither had made any provision 
for his family in case he should be killed 
in battle or die of disease. To obviate 
the distress that might arise from such 
a misfortune, the brothers made a pledge 
each to take care of the others family in 
case one of them should be killed. One 
of the brothers was killed, and the other, 
Daniel Reddick, immediately after the 
war set about to fulfil his pledge made 
to his brother. He emigrated to Geor- 


_- . gia, where he became a large planter, and 
> accumodlated a comfortable fortune. Dur- 


ing all this time he contributed to the 
support here in Virginia of his brother's 
His own 
wife died a few years ago, léaving him 
without children. Her death was soon 
followed by that of the mother of the two 
nieces, who, by. this time, were married. 
Hoping that he might obviate any possi- 
ble chance of litigation or misunderstand- 
ing concerning the disposition of his prop- 
erty after his death, Mr. Reddick recent- 
ly settled his entire estate upon his two 
nieces reserving for himself only the an- 
nual allowance of $00. Mr. Riddick was 
in this city recently, having stopped over 
on his way to visit his nieces, Mrs. Shields 
and Mrs. Emma Shea, who now live in 
Norfolk.

Atlantic City, N. J., January 20.—Over 
two thousand persons saw the Atlantic 
City life saving crew rescue Captain Ber- 
main Sharp, of Dorchester, N. J., and his 
crew of three men, Mare Sharp, a broth- 
er; Jacob Willis, of Atlantic City, and 
Joseph P. Harris, of Augusta, Ga., from 
the two masted schooner, A. P. Coleman, 
Which struck on the bar off the inlet 
and sank about 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
A heavy gale prevailed and the sea was 
very rough. After taking the crew from 
the schooner the latter went to pieces and 

isappeared from sight before the life 
boat reached the shore, 

Captain Sharp said the scnooner Ieft 
Newbern, N. C., January Sth and met 
with foul weather during the V )yage. 
She "was lumber laden tor Philadalphia. 
Upon arriving at the Delaware break- 
water the owner of the cargo ordered the 
vessel to come to Atlantic City. The 
schooner took yesterday’s gale cff Cape 
May and nearly foundered. She anchored 
off Horsford inlet during the hurricane 
and then sprang a leak. When trought 
up at Atlantic City she was water-lcgged 
and nearly unmanageable. The etiempt 
to get into the Atlanéic City inlet ended 
in the wreck. The Coleman was i(.4 teet 
in length, 23.2 feet in width and 5.5 feet 
in depth. Her gross tonnage was ‘6 tons. 


EMPIRE WILL GO WITH HER. 


Dr. Andrews Says Queen’s Deeth 
Means Britain’s Disintegration. 
Lincoln, Neb., January 20.—Dr..E. Ben- 
jamin Andrews, chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, preached tonight at the 
First Baptist church on “The Life of 


Queen Victoria.” “She has done what 
she cotld,’’ was the text chosen. 

The chancellor spoke first of the queen's 
great influence in elevating womanhood. 
He said she became a great woman power 
in the political world as well as in the 
home world. She had lifted up mon- 
archy. Before her influence was felt 
monarchy in the old world was breaking 
down, owing to the profligacy, idiocy and 
mediocrity of monarchs; but by her 
worthy life, her wonderful intellectual 
and moral avalit'ss, the queen has given 
monarchy new life. 

He pointed out that ft was largely 
through her influence that war between 
the United States and England was pre- 
vented in the early sixties, when the 
Trent affair was under discussion. Her 
statesmanship and wonderful diplomacy 
prevented war. 

She has been a great moral power in 
the world. The courts of Europe, he said, 
were noted for their uncleanliness, and 
social purity was a rare gem. Under the 
influence of her character the world had 
been strengthened morally. Her reign 
was the great gtrength of the British em- 
pire. The colonies became devoted to the 
mother country on account of the gra- 
ciousness of the queen. 

The chancellor predicted that after her 
death the empire would gradually disin- 
tegrate. Australia would first seek inde- 
pendence and then South Africa, and per- 
haps Canada would follow. This, he 
thought, would come to pass because 
there was no likelihood of such another

Williams, of Virginia, Washington, 
Tennessee, Louisiana and New Jersey, 
and Bishop Cotrell, of New Orleans, north 
Alabama and north Mississippi. 

The ecumenical conference will be held 
in London in September and all five of 
the bishops will attehd.

OF VIRGINIA MEETS 


Body Comes Together in Extraordinary 
Session. 


FULL ATTENDANCE EXPECTED 


Delegates Are Now Reaching Rich- 
mond for the Work. 


MUCH INTEREST IS BEING MANIFESTED 


Arranging for the Constitutional 
. Convention Will First Be 
Disposed Of. 


Richmond, Va., January 20.—(Specia!.)— 
The general assembly of Virginia will 
meet next Wednesday at noon in extraor- 
dinary session. One or two members are 
already here, several will come tomorrow 
and nearly all of them will be here a 
day or two in advance. Tihe session 
promises to be the most interesting held 
since the exciting days of readjustment, 
when the late General William Mahone 
came to the front as the most important 
factor in Virginia politics. The legisla- 
ture is convened for the specific purpose 
of arranging for the constitutional con- 
vention, which the people have ordered 
to be held to revise the organic law of 
the state. The time and place for hoki- 
ing the convention will be fixed and the 
basis of representation will be decided 
upon. It is an open question how much 
other legislation will be undertaken. 
There willbe, as @gual, a great number 
of private bills and there is such a divi- 
sion of sentiment with regard to allowing 
general legislation to be considered as 
to make it impossible to forecast what 
will. be done. 

The proceedings of the extra session 
will be of special interest, because of the 
bearing they will have on the work of 
the constitutional convention. The pre- 
vailing opinion is that the convention 
shall only have 100 or 140 members at most 
and in the natural order of things a large 
percentage of these will bé members of 
the legislature. Nearly all of the sena- 
tors and delegates have an ambition to 
sit in the conventionsand a large per- 
centage of the lawmakers will be sent 
there. The people are anxious to have 
business and professional men of ability 
who are not identified with party poli- 
tics or the state government in the con- 
vention, but there will hardly be more 
than a mere‘sprinkling of these. Law- 
yers and lawmakers with practical potiti- 
cal managers will undoubtedly dominate 
the body. The question of supreme in- 
terest with which the convention will 
deal will be that of restricting illiterate 
negro suffrake. Indeed, the supreme ob- 
ject of the convention is to eliminate the 
negro as a factor in. Virginia politics and 
the men who control and direct the demo- 
cratic forces of the state will, in all like- 
lihood, dictate the line upon which the 
convention shal] deal with this matter. 

The extra session may be quite a short 
one or it may extend through the fuil 
constitutional period of forty-five days, 
for which the members are paid; whether 
they serve one week or a month and a 
half. This will devend uvon whether 
general legislation is taken up or not. 
An effort will be made to settle this ques- 
tion as soon as the caucus meets. If the 
bars are let down for the consideration 
of bills of a general nature, there will 
be such a flood of them that they can 
hardly be disposed of in the full period 


/ Of forty-five days, while if it is deter- 


mined to confine the session’s work to 
preparations for the convention and the 
passage of private bills, adjournment may 
be reached in two or three weeks. The 
chances, at this writing, seem to favor 
the longer session. 

Personal exvressions and letter re- 
ceived here from perhaps half the mem- 
bers of the general assembly indicate that 
the convention wil] be held in June, and 
the election of delegates will occur at the 
Spring election, the fourth Thursday in 
May. The convention will hardly con- 
sist of more than 100 members, which is 
the size of the house of delegates in the 
roll of which the body will meet. The 
convention will draft an entirely new 
constitution. The suffrage question and 
that lessening the number of offices will 
be the most interesting ones to be dealt 
with. An earnest effort will be nade to 
reduce the cost of the government and 
the criminal expenses of the state.

CROP. IN SUMTER COUNTY 


Americus, Ga., January ®.—(Special.)— 
The farmers about Americus have gone 
to work with a vengeance and operations 
are a.ready well under way. Not an 
available acre -will lie idle this year, but 
all will produce either cotton, corn of 
other food crops. The sales of mulés and 
fertilizers have been large already, and 
high prices do not curtail the purchase 
of stock. Hundreds of mules have been 
bought at figures ranging frem $140 to 
$250, and still they come by carloads. 


There is a better demand for labor than 
heretofore, and every negro who wants 
work oan get it, though many are. anxious 
to “crop’’ on their own account. A very 
large area has been planted in wheat and 
oats already, and the acreage devoted to 
cotton will, therefore, not be much great- 
er than last year. Many farmers in this 
county will have enough . home-raised 
meat and corn to supply their needs this 
year, and their cotton will -be a surplus 
crop.

SENATORS WORK 
ON SABBATH DAY 


Finance Committee Busy with 
the War Revenue Measure 


WILL CUT TAX ON TOBACCO 


Tax on Stock Transfers Will Be Con- 
tinued as at Present—Tax on 
Telegrams Not Decided. 

The Congressional 
Forecast. 


Washington, January 20.—The senate 
committee on finance was in session the 
greater part of today making an effort 
to complete consideration of the war 
revenue reduction bill in order to be able 
to present its report tomorrow. It did 
not succeed, but the work was so nearly 
completed that it is believed one or two 
more meetings will suffice for that pur- 
pose. Ht is not probable that there will 
be a very much greater total than was 
made by the bill as it passed the house, 
but the reduction will be differently dis- 


tributed. 

The most important conclusion reached 
is to reduce from 12 to 9 cents the tax on 
tobacco. There is also to be a reduc- 
tion of the tax on cigars and snuff. 
The house left all these items untouched. 
The senate committee's decision as to 
those articles will reduce the revenue 
receipts about $10,000,000. This reduction 
will be made up by declining to accept 
all the house reductions. Consequently, 
many of the articles from which the 
house took off all the tax will be given 
half the former rates by the senate com- 
mittee. It is probable that on proprie- 
tary medicines, the formula of) which is 
public, the tax will be éntirély® removed, 
while on those the formula of which is 
secret it will be retained entirely. The 
tax on steamship tickets will be reduced. 
The tax on steerage tickets may be re- 


moved entirely. 

The tax on stock transfers probably 
will be continued on the par value of the 
shares as at present, but this matter 
has not been definitely passed upon. The 
members of the committee express the 
opinion that to place the tax upon the 
selling value of stocks would be an invi- 
tation to fraud. The beer tax has been 
discussed at considerable length, but no 
absolute decision has been reached. The 
present tendency is to leave the rate 
as fixed by the house. The tax on tele- 
grams also remains undecided. Some of 
the members of the committee have made 
an effort to have the law amended so 
as to reduce the tax to a half cent per 
message, but to make the telegraph 
companies pay it. This proposition has 
not been accepted in its entirety, but the 
reduction seems probable. The form of 
the bill will be altered materially. 


This Week in Senate. 

The senate will take up the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill 
Monday as soon as possible after conven- 
ing. There is little in the bill that ordi- 
narily would create debate. But it does 
not seem improbable that several days 
may be required to act on it because of 
the desire on the part of some senators 
to postpone consideration of the ship sub- 
sidy bill as long as possible. The ship- 
ping bill will be made the unfinished 
business whenever, in the opinion of the 
friends of that measure, it is wise to give 
it that place, but in view of the fact 
that it will be displaced by the appropria- 
tion bills whenever sénators in charge of 
those measures desire to take them up, 
it is probable that the motion to give the 
bill the place of vantage will be post- 
poned until after the disposition of the 
legislative bill. 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the 
finance committee, probably will report 
the revenue bill Monday or Tues@ay, and 
he will ask immediate consideration for 
that measure. The rules of the senate 
give preference to revenue bills as they 
do to appropriation bills, and ng ordet 
of the senate will be necessary to make 
a place for that bill. 

It\is not probable that any effort will 
be made to displace appropriation bills 
with that measure, but all senators seem 
united in the opinion that it necessarily 
must become a law during the session, 
and if there should be an occasion when 
it would be necessary to decide between 
it and some other than an appropriation 
bill,the preference almost certainly would 
be given to the revenue bill. The present 
impression, however, is that this bill will 
soon be disposed of. Democratic sena- 
tors probably will make an effort to se~- 
cure additional reductions, but, failing in 
this, will vote for the bill. The pension 
and military academy appropriation bills 
also are on the calendar and will receive 
early attention. The Indian appropria- 
tion bill will be reported early in the 
week, but will not be pressed. 

Senator Morgan has not indicated his 
purpose with reference to the Nicaragua 
canal bill, but his friends say that he 
will delay a reasonable time, and if Eng- 
land does not act upon the amendments 
to the Hay-Pauncefote treaty he then will 
move consideration of the canal bill 

Renewed effort will be made Monday 
or Tuesday in executive session to secure 
the confirmation of Mr. J. 8. Harlan as 
attorney general for Porto Rico, and also 
to secure ratification of the treaty with 
Spain for the cession of the remaining 
islands of the Philippine group. 

Forecast of House Work. 

The house of representatives will devote 
most of its attention during the coming 
week to appropriation bills, a series of 
them, District of Columbia, fortifications, 
naval, postoffice and agriculturg being 
ready for consideration. At the outset, 


however, there will be a day or two given.

DEATH NOT QUE. 
TO BEING HAZED 


In Booz Case, Committee Will 
Acquit the Cadets 


TABASCO IS NOT DEADLY 


Report Will Say Sauce Didn’t Cause 
Death of Booz—Dick Praises 
Cadets When They Prom- 
ised To Abolish Haz- 
ing Practices. 


West Point, N. Y., January 20.—The 
congTressional committee left here for 
Washingtcn after having completed the 
investigation at the United States Mili- 
tary academy. Before its departure, 
however, through a vOluntary agreement 
of the cadets, hazing was abolished. This 
agreement was the result of a meeting of 
the entire corps of cadets held in Grant 
hall Jast night. 

This action came as a surprise to the 
committee. It was nearly midnight 
when Colonel A. L. Mills, the superinten- 
dent of the academy, handed a copy of 
the cadets’ resolution to General Dick. 
Cadets Bettison, Mahaffey, Gray and At- 
kins, who signed the document on behalf 
of their respective classes, were called 
wefore the committee. The courtroom 
was filled with army officers and their 
wives and daughters and none of them 
had any idéa of what wag coming. 

As soon ag Colonel Mills read the reso- 
iut.un General Dick, addressing Colonel 
Mills and the four cadets, said: 

“This action taken by the corps now 
at the nationa] military academy will be 
received by the country with signs of 
appreciation and approval. What you did 
here today will mark an epoch in the his- 
tory of West Point and perhaps in the 
history of:-all educational institutions in 
this cofntry, for, when hazing no longer 
finds a place at West Point, it will not 
find lodgement in other educational in- 
stitutions. 

“A hundred years of history has 
brought this institution, perhaps, mo.@ 
closely than any other to the hearts of 
the Americau people. What you have 
done for it today will leave it still higher 
in the good opinion that true Americans 
have for it. We know and appreciate 
that men who come here sacrifice every- 
thing else in q desire to serve their coun- 
try. This duty and this sacrifice does not 
Zo unappreciated among your fellow 
countrymen.’ It is with a design to ad@ 
still greater luster and fame to add 
Point that congress has endeavored, by 
a careful investigation, to find means for 
the eradication of anything which might 
be out of harmony with its high punpose. 

“Your voluntary action will be made 
permanent; congress will make perma- 
nent what you have done: but in antici- 
pating the action of congress you have 
added to the great reputation already 
achieved here. In dismissing you I hops 
you will carry to your classes the con- 
gratulations of this committee, its well 
wishes for their futuré success and its 
thanks.*’ 

The committee expect to make their re- 
port in about ten days, and, it is said on 
good authority, they will recommend that 
the number of tactical officers at the 
West Point academy be increased. It is 
also said they wil! report that the deaths 
of former Cadets Booz and Breth were 
not caused by the hazing they received 
at West Point. In the case of Booz, the 
testimony showed that he was not very 
Strong at any time, and it is said the 
members of the committee believe that 
his health had been injured by his treat- 
ment at the hands of his fellow cadets 
in the academy. 

At the same time it is claimed that the 
committee has failed to discover any con- 
nection between the swallowing of ta- 
basco sauce and the subsequent death of 
Booz from tuberculosis.

THERE’S NO HOPE FOR QUEEN. 


The Newspapers Admit That Her 
Recovery Is Not Possible. 

London, January 21.—The bulletin is- 
sued at midnight was too late to become 
knowgz in London, except to a very few. 
If, when the metropolis awakes, the 
queen is still living, her people must rec- 
ognize that there is really no hope. 

This morning’s newspapers have thrown 
off all pretenses of any possibility of re- 
covery, and they sadly admit that the 
end may come at any moment. 

“While there is life there is hope,” they 
say, and the queen’s constitution is mar- 
velously strong; but it is idle to deny that 
the danger is extreme. Therefore the 
papers proceed to review her majesty’s 
long and illustrious reign as though she 
were no more and to dilate tpon the won- 
derful influence she wielded in European 
policies for so many years. 

“We all know,” says The Daily Mail, 
“that there is danger of losing perhaps 
the greatest personal force of our times.”’ 

The Daily News recalls the fact that 
even Bismarck, who det@sted feminine 
interference in politics, formed an esti- 
mate of the queen, after a personal inter- 
view with her, which bordered on the idol- 
atrous, and adds: “This is one of the 
most striking tributes ever paid to a 
great character.”’ 

A bright spot in the universal gloom 
was the wnexpectedly prompt sympathy 
displayed by Emperor William in giving 
up important engagements to come to the 
deathbed of his grandmother.

the principals, seconds, doctors and a few 
friends arived there from Paris shortly 
before 11 o’clock. Count de lWubersac’s 
seconds were M. Schege and Count de 
Laborde, and those of Baron de Roths- 
child were Baron Leonino and Viscount 
de Bondy. 

The duel began at 11:10 and lasted ten 
minutes when Count de lLubersac re- 
ceived a lunge, perforating his arm from 
the elbow to the arm pit. The duel was 
then stopped. Both. the count and the 
baron fought most determinedly, neither 
flinched and neither showed the slightest 
desire to spare the other. 


They Fought Furiously. 

Sixteen engagements took place, all of 
a desperate character. The combatants 
attacked each other furiously. The sleeves 
of their shirts were fiterally torn to pieces 
by the points of their swords as the duel- 
lists. repeatedly lunged at each other. 
Several times they came to close quarters 
and -their seconds were obliged to sepa-. 
rate them.

The Rothschild-Lubersac incident, 
which brought out a remarkable crop of 
duels, had its origin in a boy’s quarrel, 
dating from the time when Count de 
Lubersac and Baron Robert @e Roths- 
child were at the same college. They 
quarrelled one day in regard to a tennis 
court, which was occupied by Rothschild 
and which Count de Lubersac wanted. 
During the quarrel Lubersac called his 
adversary “sale Juif’’ (“dirty Jew.’’) 

lil-feeling was revived. after they left 
college by an expression attributed to 
Baron de Rothschild respecting Counde Lu- 
bersac, which was repeated to the latter 
soon after his admission to the jockey 
club. The count then announced him- 
self.ready to meet the baron, although 
as he expressed it:

A duel fcllowed between Count de Lu- 
bersac and Baron Edouard de Mothschild, 
April 12th of last year, in which the lat- 
ter was slightly wounded in the forearm 
in the first bout. 

Count de Lubersac a few Cays rrevious- 
ly fought with and wounded M. Michael 
Ephrussi and a third duel, arising from 
the same controversy, was fougnt be- 
tween Count de Dion and M. Ve £aint 
Alary, in which the latter was wounded.

The Lesson of Lynching. 

Many newspapers which, in times 
past, would give no hearing to the 
causes lying at the bottom of lynch- 
ing, have now become open to argu- 
mént, since the evil has become natu- 
ralized in their own section. 

Such, for instance, is The Commer- 
cial-Tribune, of Cincinnati, which has 
spread its mantle so as to cover the 
whole country in saying that “the ad-

However grave the 
charge under which the accused lies, 
let him be dealt with in all fairness,” 
and then the further admission of the 
significant fact that “‘the victim of the 
lynching mob, north or south, is al- 
most invariably a black man. There 
were, in 1900, 115 persons thus unlaw- 
fully put to death. Of these 107 were 
negroes, and all these bloodthirsty dis- 
plays of violence and disregard, save 


material is more plentiful, and, it must 
be admitted, the prov6écation greater in 
proportion.” Finally the same news- 
paper opens up the whole subject from 
its provoking cause to the unhappy cul- 
mination: 

In Indiana three colored men, one of 
them innocent. suffered death at the 
hands of a mob. In Colorado, one white 
man and two colored men met the same 
fate, one of the negroes being, besides, 
subjected to the most atrocious torture. 
The victims of lynch law in Kansas were 
two white men. 

The outbreaks of violence which o0c- 
curred in the north show that latitude 
does not restrict the lynching spirit. It 
is not circumscribed by sectional lines. 
There might, indeed, be many more lynch- 
ings in the north had this section as 
many colored people as has the south. It 
is gratifying, however, to note that there 
is throughout the north a strongly en- 
trenched public opinion against the mob 
making itself a law to its own brutality. 

Before indulging in sweeping condemna-

| the social conditions and the systems of 
legal administration which often suggest, 
invite and, sometimes, unfortunately, 
'geem to call for recourse to this rude and 
cruel method of administering the ex-

|cially abhorrent. Nowhere on earth is 
| the chastity of women so reverenced as in 
| the United States. Nowhere is the sanc- 
itity of home life represented by 
| virtuous motherhood and inviolate girl- 
| hood so prized as in this republic, whose 
| sons are ever ready to lay down life it- 
|self to protect mother, wife or sister 

|against the demon of lust unrestrained. 
Most of the lynchings occur for vio- 
lence upon women. These crimes are so 
repulsive and so diabolical as to call for 
swift and stern punishment. The law, 
in its ordinary working, is too slow to 
meet the inexorable demands of such an 
emergency. Hence, in many cases, lynch- 
ing to supplement the defeat of delay in 
the working of the law. Why not, then, 
amend the laws relating to such crimes 
by providing for an immediate trial of 
the offender, to be followed at once, in 
case. guilt is clearly established, by the 
severest of penalties? Martial law meets 
in time of public disturbance grave exi- 
rencies. affecting the life of the state and 
2 loyalty of its citizens. But there is

Alone.” It is an edict easily under- 
stood, and backed up by the concen- 
sug of manhoed. In the swifter pro- 
cess of law, therefore, there would be 
a recognition of this spirit, and a laud- 
able effort to compass its purpose. But 
here there lies another danger against 
which there must be provision: “Is 
the woman already humiliated to the 
dust, to be bully-ragged in the wit- 
ness stand and her virtue impugned by 
her destroyer? Is technicality to play 
its part in cheating justice by dealing 
insufficiently with the criminal? The 
cross-examination, the perjured wit- 
ness, the continuance, the appeal.” As 
we write the verdict in the Bosschieter 
case has been announced. Four men 
combine in the stupefaction by drugs, 
the assaulting and the murder of a 
young girl. Brought to trial, their de- 
fense was a final assault upon the char- 
acter of their victim. Yet not one of 
these men reaches the rope. They have 
been given their lives by an indulgent 
jury, and justice has been done in New 
Jersey! 

From this it will be seen that there 
should be some assurance of adequate 
punishment, from which neither the 
influence of wealth nor the jury-pull 
ofa lawyer can save the criminals. The 
New Jersey lawyers who saved the 
lives of the Bosschieter murderers won 
the judicial victory, while the mother 
of the murdered and outraged girl was 
defeated. The court, if possible, should 
be made a terror to evitdoers, instead 
of which it possesses but very few ter- 
rors for them. The manipulated court is 
as great a danger as the illegal lynch- 
ing. They equally demordlize the peo- 
ple and give licefise to lawbreakers. 


They are twin evils of which we should | 


be rid, and the campaign against both 
should be along concurrent lines.

The Plant Case. 

An interesting point in connection 
with the contest of the will of the late 
Henry B. Plant is in connection with 
his place of citizenship. 

For twenty-seven years Mr. Plant 
had lived in New York city, presuma- 
bly fulfilling all the duties of citizen- 
ship. In his last few days he went 
over into Connecticut, where he died. 
Under his will, executed in Connecticut, 
his widow is at a disadvantage in re- 
gard to the rights she would have pos- 
sessed was his citizenship in New 
York. The effort of the widow, in con- 
testing, is to prove that her husband 
was a citizen of New York; that of the 
relatives opposing her, is to fix him in 


Connecticut. 


This controversy makes prominent a 
weak point in the laws relating to cit- 
izenship, in that there is no sufficient 
means of declaration established. All 
are supposed to be citizens of the 
United States, but as personal and 
property rights are within the province 
of the state, how is citizenship therein 
to be established? The law provides 
that wpon one year’s residence the cit- 
izen may become such citizen of the 
state of his domicile, but it does not 
compel him to make public choice. 
Thus a man may spend his time im- 
partially between four states, and un- 
less he votes or is caught for taxes, 
there is no possible record. The choice 
is left to the citizen@:imself, and as 
he may never exercise it, there is no 
method by which it can be established. 

That so prominent and wealthy a 
man as Mr. Plant should have had no 
definite place of citizenship seems to be 
a paradox. So far as the present record 
goes, he might be claimed as a citizen 
of Georgia or of Florida, just as well 
as of New York or of Connecticut. It

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HOW VICTORIA’S HUSBAND. 


WAS PURSUED BY BRITISH 


authorities bearing upon the sub- 

ject, the royal family of a monar- 
chial country includes, besides the sover- 
eign, only the queen consort, the queen 
dowager, and the lineal and legitimate 
descendants of the monarch. No pro- 
vision is made for the consort of a queen 
regnant. or of an empress regnant. 
Whereas a quéen or empress consort js 
a member of the reigning family, and en- 
titled to all its rights and prerogatives, 
the husband of @ queen or empress reg- 
nant is not. unless specially so created 
by letters patent and by statute. 

It was.not until Prince Albert of Co- 
burg had been married to Queen Victoria 
for eighteen years that he became off!- 
cially and legally a member of the British 
royal family, through letters patent issued 
by the queen in council, conferring upon 
him the title of “prince consort of Great 
Britain.’’ Up till that time he had been 
without any officially recognized status 
in England; while abroad he was obliged 
to accept the precedence due to a mera 
prince of the house of Coburg, who was 
not even a “royal highness."”” At the 
time of his marriage Queen Victoria made 
a strong effort to give him rank and 
precedence immediately next to her, and 
a bill to this effect was introduced into 
parliament by the government of the 
day. But it met with so much opposition, 
especially ine«the house of lords, that, 
deeply chagrined she was obliged to au- 
thorize her ministers to withdraw it and 
her husband was left until 1857 without 
any defined rank save that which he 
enjoyed as a prince of the little German 
duchy of Coburg. 

The husband. instead of being in a 
position to exact the obedience of his 
wife, is compelled by law to yield obedi- 
ence to her. At the altar it is not she 
who promises to obey, but he. The hus- 
band is in no sense the head of tha 
family; on the contrary, he is one of its 
most subordinate members, almost an 
intruder, as was shown in the case of 
the prince consort, who, officially speak- 
ing, was compelled to yield the pas to 
his own children. It may be added that 
Prince Albert’s inferiority is still re- 
called today, forty years after his death, 
by the fact that whereas in the house of 
lords at Westminster the chair of state 
bearing the coat of arms of the prince 
of Wales is placed on the dais to the 
right of the throne, the stool embroidered 
with the armorial bearings of the queen's 
lamented husband is set to the left. 
The Attacks on the Prince Consort. 

One of the principal difficulties with 
which the husband of a queen or empress 
regnant has to contend is the jealousy 
and the animosity of his wife’s subjects, 
particularly if he happens to be a for- 
eigner. People of the present generation, 
who invariably hear Queen Victoria's 
husband referred to in the most lauda- 
tory manner, can form no conception of 
the hostile criticism to which, during 
his lifetime he was subjected by the Brit- 
ish press and by public speakers. It Is 
an unfortunate fact that most of the 
tributes to his really admirable character 
have been of a post mortem sort. Many 
of the English newspapers were never 
tired of abusing him for his alleged ‘‘Ger- 
man interference” in the affairs of the 
British nation. The advice which he was 
said to ténder to the queen was de- 
nounced as unconstitutional, The Lon- 
don Times in particular distinguishing 
itself by the bitterness with which it 
assailed him as a “foreign intruder,” and

Washington, January 20.—(Special.)—The | 
announcement of Senator-elect Fred Du- 
bois, of Idaho, and Senator-elect Tom 
Patterson, of Colorado, that these gen-

represent will hereafter be found inside 
the democratic party created no surprise 
here in Washington. This apparent 
change—it is not a real change—is one of 
the logical results of the presidential 
election, “and it represents a step long 
foreshadowed. There has never been any 
other idea than that the populist and sil- 
ver republican organizations of those 
western states would eventually become 
absorbed by the democratic party, with 
which they affiliated. Separate organiza- 
tions were maintained solely because it 
was deemed wisest, in the common cause, 
to maintain them. Silver republicans like 
Dubois and populists like Patterson have 
been democrats in all essentials since 
1896, and even before; and now that no 
good can be accomplished by keeping up 
the form of separate organization, they 
announce themselves as democrats. 


The fact is, these separate organizations 
practically ceased.to exist with the Kan- 
sas City convention. They proved use- 
ful instruments by which to bring about 
fusion and the harmonious indorsement 
of the Kansas City ticket by a certain 
portion of the men who had regarded 
themselves as populists or silver republi- 
cans, but when harmony was secured 
through the withdrawal of Towne and the 
indorsement of Stevenson, the work of 
these fusion leaders wag accomplished. 
They had done all they could, and if the 
results were not satisfactory, it was not 
their fault. 

That this fusion did not bring the hoped 
for results is a matter of very recent his- 
tory—so recent, in fact, that nobody needs 
to be reminded of it. With the silver is- 
sue necessarily in the background, there 
was a scurrying back into the republican 
fold of most of the men who had left 
that party on the silver issue and had al- 
lied themselves with the silver republican 
party. In but two states were the major- 
ity of these men held in line for the dem- 
ocratic ticket—Colorado and Idaho. Per- 
haps Montana should be added to the list, 
though there the victory was more one of 
Senator Clark’s personality, waged on old 
democratic lines.

' Electric Light Committee Has Re- 
port 1 Will Be 
Asked To Appropriate $1,- 
000 To Improve City 
Hall Offices. 


Decidedly the most important meeting 
of the new city council will be that to 
be held this afternoon, 4 

At the very outset the new counoil will 
have up for consideration matters of the 
gravest import and much is expec:ed 
from today’s Resaion. 

The report df the finance committee will 
probably attract more genera] attention 
than any one paper to be presented to the 
general body. Each year the January 
apportionment sheet is loeked forward 
to with considerable intrest, and at no 
time did so much seem to hang upon 
what council will do with that paper than 
at present. 

Nearly every department in the city 
& ‘verninent has urged upon the finance 
committee the necessity of larger appro- 
priations this year. That some of these 
departments will be given more money 
than lest year appears to be a certainty, 
but in just what proportion will bea set- 
tled when the report of the finance com- 
mittee is presented to council this after- 
nvon and acted upon, 

The promoters of the textile exposition 
of 1%2 are expecting much from council 
and those interested express the rope 
that they will not be disappointed. ‘The 
members of the finance committee as in- 
dividuals have expressed themselves as 
heartily in favor of the city doing @)] it 
could for the exposition, but to what 
extent the council will be able to finan- 
cially assist the movement remains to be 
seen. 

It has been rumored that the finance 
committee would recommend an imme- 
diate appropriation of $10,000 for the ex- 
position, with the understanding that the 
remainder of the amount asked by the ex- 
position promoters be appropriated es the 
city was able to give. This matter, it is 
expected, will be thoroughly discussed at 
today’s meeting. 

Light Franchise Prepared. ~ 

Great interest is being manifested in the 
report that the committee on electric 
lights, telegraph and telephones. will 
make this afternoon concerning the petl- 
tion of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company for a franchise for an electric 
lighting plant. 

This committee has held several ses- 
sions and Chairman Grady announced 
last week that his committee would cer- 
tainly be prepared to report_to council 
on the petition. Just what that report 
will be cannot even be surmised, as the 
members of the committee refuse to give 
out anything until the matter has been 
placed in council’s hands for action. 

It is known that a franchise has been 
prepared which has received the unani- 
mous approval of the members of the 
ccmmittee and at noon today a short 
meeting of the electric lights committee 
will be held to decide upon several minor 
points. 

Petitions for fully forty-five additional 
electric lights have been received from 
various sections of the city, but, from 
what can be learned, the committee will 
not be in a position to act favorably upon 
these applications unless council] makes an 
appropriation which will enable the ¢com- 
mittee on electric lights to proceed with 
the work. 

The committee on electric and other 
railways will probably not submit any re- 
nort to council today. This committee 
has under consideration petitions of both 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company and 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany for franchises and several patties 
now desire to be heard concerning cne 
or more of the petitions. 


To Elect City Blectrician. 
Council willhave before it this afternoon 
the report of the city board of electrical 
control containing the names of eligible 
candidates for the offics of city élec- 
trician, and ore is to be elected to fill 

that position for the next two years. 
An examinaticn of applicants was held 
by the board on Saturday. The examina- 


tion was partly oral and partly written, 
and occupied the entire day. T. J. Har- 
rer, the present incumbent, was a candi- 
date for re-election and the other appli- 
cants for the place were George Hillyer, 
Jr.. F. L. Wood and Charles Briard. 

The position of city electrician is one 
of considerable importance and carries 
with it a salary of $1,500 a vear. 

Wonld Improve City Hall.

Two of the returned fishermen stated 
that the catch was not near so good this 
year as last.

SOUTHERN’S RATES SUSTAINED 


Milling Business {n the Carolinas 
Justified the Reductions 
Made. 


Vice President Finley, of the Souther. 
Railway company, makes the following 
statement in connection with the arbitra- 
tors’ decision in relation to rates on cot- 
ton to mills in North and South Carolina. 

The extraordinary development of the 
cotton mill industry in North aud South 
Carolina during the past sevcral years 
has led the cotton manufacturers of those 
states to seek in Alabamu, Mississipp! 
and Georgia a portion of their supply of 
cotton. : 

Tne consumers in the Carolinas have 
contended that they could not buy in 
nvighvering stites pecause the rutes tv 
the Carolina milis were unfairly adjusted 
with relation to the raves to New hngland 
and foreign countries, and effective Sep- 
tember ist last, the Southern railway and 
Atlantic Coast HMne published a line of 
reduced rates from points in Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi anc Tennessec 
which were intended to bring about a 
proper relation as between rates to Caro- 
lina milling points and rates to eastern 
mills and tor export. 

This action of ine Southern railway and 
Atlantic Coast lire met with much op- 
position on the part of the other trans- 
portation lines intereste1 in the cotton 
traffic from Mississippi, Alabama aml 
Tennessee, end led to the adoption by 
such lines of reduced rates to gulf ports 
and to the east from competitive points 
to counteract reducticns made by the 
Southern railway and Atlantic Coast line 
to the Carolina mills, 

The question was finally scubmitted te 
arbitration, and the arbitrators, Messrs. 
S. R. Knott, formerly vice president of 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad and 
Plant system, but now president of the 
Kansas Citv Southern, and Mr. T. G. 
Bush, president of the Mobile, and Bir- 
mingham Railroad company. ahd also 
president of the Alabama | Consolidated 
Coal and Iron company, have now ar- 
nounced their decision on this important 


case. 

While the rates established by the 
Southern railway and Atlantic Coast line 
to Carolina mills have not as a whole 
been approved by the arbitrators, it would 
seem that the decision geacrally sustains 
the pogition of those companies, i. e., 
that the conditions surrounding the cot- 
ton mill ineuatry of the Carolinas called 
for a better adjustment of rates than 
that existing rrior to the reductions in- 
augurated September 1, 1900.

COLUMBUS, GA. 


Dr. Allie W. Williams, of this city, who 
has just returned from a two years’ stay 
in the Philippine islands, talks very in- 
terestingly of his experiences. His ac- 
count of Lhe social life among the natives 
and that of the Americans stationed in 
Manija will, I am gure, interest my 
readers. Dr. Williams is a much inter- 
viewed young man, but he is a fine 
talker, a close observer and very good- 
natured. Dr. Williams made a complete 
tour of all the islands just before leaving 
for America. He has seen the island life 
in all its phases. 

Manila boasts of an up to date army 
and navy club, the membership com- 
posed, of course, of the officers in. the 
army and navy. Regularly once a month 
there is a dance given at this 
club, which is in the provost 
marshal Gin building in the wall- 
ed city. At these dances there is al- 
ways an elegant menu served. The guests 
are composed of American ladies, wives 
and daughters of officers stationed there, 
and of the Philippine commissioners. 
The music is very fine, but the native 
Filipino ladies do not dance as well, nor 
are they as beautiful as the Americans. 
Then we have all heard and read of the 
afternoons on the Luneta, that beautiful 
driveway that skirts Manila bay for a 
mile or two. Where the beauty and 
chivalry of the citv gathers to drive and 
walk and when a magnificent military 
band discourses sweetest music, and 
where one can see in all its brilliancy and 
richness of ¢oloring the sunset in the 
orient. Since the arrival of the Philip- 
pine commission social life has been en- 
livened by many brilliant functions at the 
residences of the commissioners. To 
some of these entertainments the more 
intelligent class of native officials are in- 
vited. They are a particularly hospitable 
people. One of their customs—probably 
adopted from the Spanish—is, after a 
guest has indulged in a dinner of sixteen 
courses, to insist on his beginning over 
again and repeating the feast. Always 
when a friend cails refreshments of wine 
and cake are handed. After one of those 
long dinners everybody, including the 
ladies. are offered cigarettes and cigars, 
and the natives invariably accept. The 
young people enjoy launch parties in the 
evening. especially on moonlight nights, 
when the bay is at its best. The native 
evening dress is much the same as our 
young men wear—the regulative cutaway 
coat of broadcloth and similar trousers; 
but the business suit is different. It 
consists of white duck trousers and gar- 
ment like a loose shirt called kamesa; 
this is of thin sheer goods and is sown 
io hang outside the trousers, not belted. 
A large panama hat is worn with this. 
They are immaculate in their dress and 
change every twenty-four hours, The 
costumes of the ladies is usually very 
graceful and pretty. Thin sheere pena 
or jousie cloth is loosely draped over the 
figure and the waist ‘s loose and low at 
the neck with wide flowing sleeves, Many 
of these waists of exceedingly rich in 
embroidery and drawn hand work and 
cost as much as elghty pesos. Dr. Wil- 
liams browght home some of the beauti- 
ful jousie cloth, which he had made to 
order. It is done on hand looms :@d re- 
quires about two weeks to make enough 
for an evening dress and costs from ten 
to twenty pesos. It has been almost an 
universe! custom with the women to 
wear no hose. Many use a kind of san- 
dal with wooden sole and heel, but since 
the arrival of Americans the. Filipino 
belie prides herself upon her style in 
wearing bose and will invariably call 
one’s attention to her pretty embroidered 
sandals to show the dainty ankle covered 
with the American hose. Her foot Is 
short and broad, caused by the long »sb- 
sence of shoes.

‘Prince on Public Dinners. 

“Yes. That's quite correct. 1] certainly 
hold the record in that respect,’’ said the 
prince. “And presiding at dinners, etc., 
for the benefit of charity, especially Ma- 
sonic ones, is almost a pleasure to me: 
the only part which I do not like about 
the proceeding is if the dinner drags it- 
self out to a considerable length. That I 
do not like, and when dining in private 
at home the meal seldom lasts more than 
an hour.” 

“IT have read many times in reports of 
dinners, etc., at which ycur royal high- 
ness has been present,” said the cor;e- 


spendent, “that you. were continually 
smiling during the proceedings and 
secmed to be enjoying yourself very 
much,’’ 

“Yes,"’ replied the prince, a shade of 


weariness creening into his eves, 
is where I act. If only you knew how 
terribly bored I am by the {Inordinate 
length of some of these dinners and the 
speeches, and how I am all the time long- 
ing to get away, you would be really 
‘cerry for me.

When the 
mail arrives in the morning it is opened 
by my secretary’s staff and scrted into 
three groups—letters from personal 
friends and relatives, thoee bearing on 
state affairs and, thirdly, bégging letters 
and petitione—and I make it my busi- 
nes; to make myself aware of the cun- 
tents of each. This, of itself, is no light 
task, when. you take into consideration 
the fact that each morning’s mail consists 
of some hundreds of letters. So that 
those who say mine is an idle life malign 
me.” 

“What is your royal highness’ favorite 
recreation?’ 

“Shooting,” he replied, unhesitatingly.

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WESLEY MORROW AND HIS 
GOAT TEAM COME TO TOWN 


A unique addition was made to At- 
lanta’s street mendicants Saturday in 
the shape of a dwarfed and utterly help- 
less man lying in the bed of a tiny wagon 
propelled by a teem of goats, The man, 
whose name is Wesley Morrow, of Ashe- 
ville, N. C.. was afflicted with inflam- 
matory rheumatism when but four years 
old. leaving his form half developed and 
sadly deformed. _In appearance he is a 
miniature man, with the bearded face and 
hard lines of experience of his ‘forty 
years. 

Morrow’s life story isa as singular as it 
is sad, For twelve years after his ter- 
rible affliction he hardly saw the outside 
of his mother’s log cabin. She was the 
widow of a confederate soldier killed in 
battle and her struggle to keep the woif 
away prevented her giving the crippled 
boy even the pleasure of outdoor exer- 
cise. A sympathetic neighbor made a 
little wagon and presented Wesley with 
a goat trained to pull. This suggested a 
means of livelihood and for more than 
twenty vears he has earned his bread by 
selling lead pencils, matches and other 
small articles while lying upon his back 
in his little wagon, a team of sturdy and

goats hauling him whither 
wished to go, often from town to town. 

For more than ten years the miiget 
cripple and his goats have been familiar 
figures cn the public square at Asheville 
and probably have been kodaked more 
than any of the many objects of interest 
for which that tourist’s paradise 
noted. The visitors and the townsfolk 
were kind to Wesley, too, 
up many a nickel outside of any 
mercial transaction. 

But charity Boon grows accustomed to 
a spectacle of distress. however pi-- 
turesque, and alma became few and far 
between. The winter found Wesley 
faring poorly and he determined for the 
first time in his life to visit a real city. 
He is a piueky and courageous littie body, 
as is proven by the execution of his de- 
termination to drive his goat team to 
Atlanta, a distance of about 300 miles by 
the route traveled. The trip consumed a 
month. with stops for a day or two at 
Spartanburg, Greenville, Gainesville and 
other towns. 

The strange turnout and its Liliputian 
driver attracted a great deal of interest 
on Marietta street Saturday afternoon. It 
is Morrow's intention to remain in At- 
lanta until spring.

It is 
tised here to express the habitaiion of the 
high ond Icfty cne. The habitation of the 
evelasting God is ctern'ty. This reveals 
to us the immensity of Cod. filling net 


only all space with His glory and pres-. 


ence, but as to time filling all the eter- 

nity of the past and ali the eternity of the 

future with His existence. When our 
“minds tire ‘n their futile cfforts to com- 
prehend the meaning and grasp the idea 

#0 great, they finally fin] their resting 

place upon such great and comforting 

facts that He why fills eternity has con- 
- descended to dwell in human hearts, ‘the 
hearts of the humble and contrite spirit.’’ 
My friends, if this Bible be a myth it 
strikes me that it was the highest stroke 
of genius that man should have ever 
conceived of such en idea as eternity, and 
then created the conscription of a God 
filing eternity and made Him the object 
of worship and adoration. 

No, brethren, human understanding in 
its wildest flights on the wings of imagin- 
ation could never have reached such a 
high and lofty thought as eternity. This 
idea must have’come alone from God. 
“tis ways are not our ways, neither gre 
our thoughts His thoughts.” As far as 
the east is from the west so far is this 
thought removed from our understanding, 
and as high as the heavens are above the 
earth so high is this idea above our ccm- 
prehension. 

» Many years ago I heard a sermon by 
‘ the cld minister who baptized me in in- 
fancy. I do not now remember much 
that he said, but six words that he ut- 
tered have lived in my memory frem that 
childhood hour to the present day. I 
can see him mow as on that day. He 
feebly came forward to the sacred desk 
and in a voice eloquently sweet, said: 
_“I speak to you today as a dying man to 
dying men; swift into eternity are we 
passing... Part of my own body now lies 
buried on a battlefield. Soon ali of us 
will be over the river. then eternity, 
what? Eternity, when? Eternity, where?’ 

These three questions of this battle- 
scarred hero I wish to sound in your ears 
today. I shail not be able to answer these 
questions for you, but F would burn them 
in your memories that they may con- 
stantly bring to your minds the certainty 
of another life beyond this short, flecting 
*- existence on earth. 

1. Bternity, what? Life is a narrow valley 
that lies between two mountains of eter- 
nity. No voice, save the voice of Ged, 
, has come'te ux from behind-<the-motmtain 
‘of man’s pre-existence to tell us of the 
mysteries that ‘lie hidden ‘tn the long 
past eternity. From the speechless silence 
of.the tongueless grave no sound is héard 
telling us of the scenes and uoings in 
that country from whose bourn no trav- 
eler returneth. It is . vain for the ‘finite 
mind to attempt to the 
boundless impenetrable depths of 
eternity, and vvainer still to at- 
tempt to convey the faintest idea of 
its unlimitable duration. It is as a great 
circle having neither beginning nor end. 

The life of this world is but a minute, in- 
appreciable point in eternity’s tremendous 

range. Count all aeons and evcles of 
-time until figuresare no longer appreciable 

and still reapting them in countless, un- 
ending succession, and still eternity gces 
on and on and on. 

The subject that most nearly ap- 
proaches eternity is space—boundless, 
jm@aeasurable space. A cannon ball 
moving at the rate of 2,000 feet per sec- 
ond would require 1,500,000 years to 
reach our earth from the nearest fixed 
star, Now, climb from world to world, 
from star to star, from system to sys- 
tem, and'‘still-we find ourselves but on the 
outskirts of God’s created universe. Then 
these vast unfathomable fields of ether 
studded with worlds by the beneficient 
hand of an Almighty Creator; this un- 
ending eternity proclaims to us that in 
Him, who filleth all time and space with 
His immensity, ‘‘in Him we live and move 
and have our being.”” There is a beyond 
to the horizon; there is a beyond to the 
stars that sparkle above; there is a be- 
yond to the milky way that spans the 
midnight sky, but eternity, it is a meas- 
ureless ocean; it is the life of God. 

And while we cannot comprehend this 
great idea, yet we have the certainty 
that it,contains for us glories which can- 
not be revealed. ‘In His presence there 
is fullness of joy and at His right hand 
there are pleasures forever more.” It 
matters not as much to us now whether 
we can comprehend this eternity or not, 
but there is one fact that is certain, 
and should give us anxious thought, and 
that is the certainty that we must enter 
upon this unending duration.

FIRST METHODIST. 


Dr. Byrd preached an able sermon yes- 
terday morning on “Spiritual Faith and 
Great Characters.’’ He took his text from 
Tech., 12, 8. 

He said that this passage, like many 
of the passages of the Old Testament, 
anticipates the days of the Christian dis- 
pensation, and that the thouglit contained 
in it was that human nature was destined 
by God to rut on its last and highest 
perfection in Jesus Christ. In the deve!- 
opment of this subject he discussed first 
the power of spiritual faith to develo» 
the latent greatness that slumbers in the 
heart and mind of the humblest of men. 
His illustrations of this thought were 
drawn from history, past and current. 

In the second place, he enforced the 
proposition that we ought to strive to be 
great ourselves in the service of God and 
humanity. 

He maintained that the greatness of a 
nation depends upon its conception of 
God. 

He showed also how Christ not only re- 
vealed the Father, but presepted to the 
race God's ideal man. 

He closed with a discussion of the new 
moral force that was introduced into the 
world at Pentecost, and of its effect in 
the production of great characters in all 
the ages since... His sermor was listened 
to with prefound interest by the large 
audience that filled the church. 

There weré six accessions to the church 
at the morning service. 

At night Dr. Byrd preached on the 
growth of Christian character to anothcr 
large congregation. 


MOORE MEMORIAL. 


Religion in the home formed the theme 


for an able sermon preached yesterday 
morning by Dr. A. R. Holderby at Moore 
Memorial church. 

The substance of the discourse was a 
plea for more religion in the home and 
Dr. Holderby advanced the belief that 
the world must be saved by religious 
homes and not by Sunday schools and 
churches. 

e text was selected from Acts x. 2: 
“A devout man and one that feared God 
with all his house.” 

“This is a short but pointed description 
of Cornelius, a Gentile convert,’’ sa:d the 
pastor. 

“Although a man high in military power 
and authority, yet he was devout and 
feared God. And not only was Cornelius 
a devout man, but he had taught his fam- 
ily the fear of God. This is a notable 
example of family religion. 

“The home is the place of ali others 
where religion should shine the bright- 


est. 
1. ‘Religion had its origin in the home. 


The church was organized !n tae family’ 


of Abraham. It was there that the fam- 
ily altar was erected and God worshiped. 

‘The church cannot exist without the 
home. Just in proprtion as religion flour- 
ishes in the home so will the church pres- 
per. When piety in the home declines, 
piety in the church will decline. 

2. “Religion is more needed in the nome 
than anywhere else. Here there are more 
temptations to say wrong words and to 
do wrong things. Children are usually 
on their good behavior away from hume. 
We are all usually more polite and cure- 
ful of our manners when away from 
home. This ought not so to be. The great 
lessons of self-sacrifice and %bedienze and 
loving sympathy must be taught in the 
family. The petty aggravations !ncident 
upon home life require the exercise of 
réligion. 

“The early impressions made in the 
home are most lasting. The est Ci.ris- 
tians come from the pious homes. The 
best men in nearly every walk of life 
have received their earliest impression in 
the homes of piety, in homes where God 
is feared and religion taught. 

‘Tt is the duty of every Christian parent

to teach his household to fear Grd end 
to set a Godly example before them. 

“To do this the family altar should 
be erected in every Christian -pousshold, 


shipped. When all our families become 
Christian households then will there be 
happiness and love and sympathy! snd 
heaven will have begun on earth. 

“When the religion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ shal be taught in all our families 
and our homes become houses of prayer 
then there will be no need for 1eforma- 
tories, then God may pull down your 
jails and penitentiaries and stockades, 
then there wil be mo need for your police 
force or your standing. armies. 

“If this world is to be saved and re- 
deemed, it must be by religious homes 
and ‘not by your of penn Ba ersoae ve 

rches. When our homes become pur 
ao holy, then will thé world be lifted up 
to God and heaven.” 
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Rev. Dr. W. W. Landrum, at the First 
Baptist church. yesterday morning dis- 
cussed the subject of the “Reasonableness 
of Prayer.” The text was found in Joha 
xvi, 2%: “Whatsoever ye shall ask the 
Father in My name he will give it vou.” 

Dr. ‘Landrum said ‘n part: 

“Christ's doctrine of praver begins with 
the fatherhood of God. ‘After this man- 
ner pray ve: Our Father which art in 

‘Whatsoever ve shall ask the 
‘Father, imto Thy hands I com- 
Praver is never dic- 
tatinzg to God: it is not a series of Je- 
mands addressed to God. It is rather 
communion or corversation with God. It 
is the confident talk of a child wh? 
tells everything to his father. And so 
were one :sks what is prayer, we reply 
that it is chiefly splritial intercourse be- 
tweer human spirits and the Divine 
Spirit; it is the heart talk of a loving and 
cbedien* child communicating his jov or 
sorrow or fear or hore, or ony other 
conscious experience he may have, to the 
sympathetic ear and ‘stveetly responsive 
bosom of the Almighty Father. 

“Tf one inquires ‘why pray” we have 
reasonable answers to return. First, it 
is human to pray; prayer is instinctive, 
and therefore universal. Man is no more 
a vertebrate nor a mammal), no more dis- 
tinguished from the lower order of uni- 
ma's ky the endowments of speech or 
reason than by the custom of prayer. AS 
a matter of fact, men have aiways 
prayed, after some fushion, and alw1ys 
will do so, Christian or un-Christian or 
anti-Christian, savage or civilized. And 
we very naturally conclude that the moral 
universe is incomprehensibly disordered, 
if, since by hig: very constitution, 
man must pray, and there be no person 
tc pray to, and no ‘possibility of receiving 
an answer to prayer. We pray because 
it is a Christian privilege. We pray be- 
cause we are commandd to do so, and if 
it were not a privilege er a pleasure it 
would still be. a duty. For He to whom 
obedience is the best exhibition of loyalty 
and love has said:' ‘Ask and ye shall re- 
ceive; seek and yé’ shal find; knock and 
it shall be opened unto you:’ We pray 
because Jesus prayed, and the servant 
cannot be above his Lord. The occasions 
‘seattered along ovr Lord’s earthly life 
are mumerous and affecting, and his ex- 
ample is as weighty with us as his pre- 
cepts. 

‘“‘We pray, moreover, because of its re- 
flex benefit. Praye®-is one of the ways by 
which our souls afe educated, developed, 
expanded, spiritualized. We have leirned 
by experience thaf. prayer is a precious 
ministry, a delectable schooling to our re- 
ligious natures, it lifts: ws Godward and 
Heavenword, as ‘the sunflower is drawn 
sunward ‘ by the ‘rays of the sun to 
which it turns its.face in silent prayer. 
Prayer solaces us in sorrow; prayer rolls 
off our burdens; it is an aid.to self-exam- 
ination; it ig a preparation for the study 
of the Scripture; it gives decision to the 
weak, enthusiasm to the careless, calm- 
negs to the troubled, courage to the timid, 
generosity and magnanimity to the self- 
ish. We pray because we believe that 
all prayers cffered up in loving submis- 
sion to the Father will be answered; that 
they have been answered in the past and 
will be answered in the future, till we 
see eye to eye and Know even ag We are 
known. If man ic free; why not God? 
If human power can co-operate with na- 
tural laws for human henefit without dis- 
turbing the unity and harmony of the 
world, why cannot divine power, more 
wise and more free than any or all hu- 
man power, do the same? So long as 
God is a person, so long as God is free, 
so long as He is not an eternal spirit. 
imprisoned in the rniverse, but rather the 
indwelling and controlling spirit of the 
universe, just so long ¢c2n His will do 
what man’s will does every day, namely, 
ecntrol His own laws without breaking 
them. 

“Pray on. It is not only righteous but 
reasonable to pray. [It is not only un- 
Christian but inhuman not to pray. * 

“What shall we pray for? For any- 
thing which you as a child of the Al- 
mighty Father believe to be for the well- 
‘being of all God's children. Selfishness 
is excluded, even spiritual selfishness. 
Prayer must regard first the salvation of 
alf men. It is implied in the words: ‘Thy 
kingdom come, Thy will be done on earth 
even as it is done in Heaven.’ Prayer 
must be in Christ's name. This is no ar- 
bitrary limitation. Christ says practi- 
cally: “Believe My doctrine of prayer; 
adopt My. spirit of praycr; choose My 
subjects of prayer; conform to My prac- 
tice of secret ard public prayer\and that 
will be praying in My name, and all such 
prayers the Father will answer.’ ”

Rev. John E. White spoke yesterday 
morhing on the subject, ‘The Manliness 
of Christ.”’ 

‘When this judgment scene shifts,”’ be- 
gan Dr. White, ‘‘one of these men steps 
down from a throne, lays off tiara and 
purple and begins the sharp descent into 
an execrated oblivion. The other, face 
marred and blood streaked, swiftly passes 
up to Golgotha, out of Joseph’s tomb, to 
Olivet’s summit, and mounts the shining 
pathway of the stars of glory. 

“Interrogate Pilate in the abyssmal 
depths, and this will be his plea: ‘I did 
not condemn the Son of God. I did not 
sentence the Messiah. It was the car- 
penter’s son, the Nagarine, a certain 
Galilean that was brought before me 
by the Jews. Did I not say when He 
was before me, ‘‘Behold the man?” ’ 

“Eternity answers Pilate: ‘Thy plea is 
vain. It is just as wrong to condemn 
a good man wickedly as it is to condemn 
a God.’ So Pilate violated two of the 
very principles that Christ came to es- 
tablish—the sanctity of manhood and the 
divinity .of justice. 

“Let us take Pilate’s angle of vision 
today and ‘Behold the man.’ The first 
point I set before you is that in the in- 
carnation we have exactly what God 
thinks about a man. ‘The word (the lo- 
gas) became flesh and dwelt among men.’ 
That is to say the thought of God, the 
ideal of God for man, was incarnated in 
Jesus Christ. ‘ 

“John Ruskin sought ever’ to drive the 
world from its idolatry of language into 
the worship of truth, however expressed.

He said: ‘That piece of marble, wrought 
beautiful, is truth. It expresses the 


giving 
thoughts, and especially 

“The babe of Bethlehem, the incarnate 
Christ, was just the kind of baby heaven 
wants all babies to be. The lad of Naze- 
reth was just the kind of boy God wants 
all boys to be. I mean essentially. 

“The young carpenter driving the plane 
in the shop was just the kind of young 
man God wants young men to be today, 
I mean esséntially. 

“And I pause here long enough to make 
this foot note: ) 

“The two growing forces of our day, 
antagonistic but not antipodal, the aris- 
tocracy, of idleness and the mobocracy 
of idleness, the. one expressing itself in 
the dude’s lament, ‘Nothing to wear ‘but 
clothes, nothing to eat but food, no- 
where to go but out, nowhere to come 
but in,” And the other expressing itself 
in riots and anarchism, have absolutely 
no place in- God's ideal for men. The 
law of that carpenter’s shop—work—is the 
law of God. The characteristic of that 
yung carpenter—work—was the incarnat- 
ed ideal of God for every man. 

“So when Christ stood forth full pano- 
plied for His life’s ministry, He was 
God’s thought of man in flesh as the 
artist's painting and the sculptor’s mar- 
ble are what the artist and the sculptor 
think on the subjects they have treated. 

“When we seek to read out God's 
thought fully we are struck at once 
by the fact that Jesus Christ was a manly 
man. His manliness appears in that—. 

“1. He was a gentleman. 

‘?. He was a brother man. , 

*’%. Fle was what Carlyle calls ‘a coming 
man.’ 

“To many the predominant impression 
of Christ's character is gentleness, yet 
who ever gets the notion that He was 
effeminate and weak? His was the gen- 
tleness of thought. Not all great men 
in history have been gentlemen. Napo- 
leon was not a gentleman. But the very 
highest illustrations of true gentleman- 
liness have been afforded by men of 
great deeds. Robert ©. Lee picked up a 
bird in the midst of battle and restored 
it to its nest. That was gentlemanliness 
after Christ's order. * 

“Do you boast that you are an Anglo- 
Saxon? Let me tell you that before 
Christ found the Angio-Saxon race its 
people were a set of heathen. Not many 
centuries ago the Angles were sold un- 
der the hammer as slaves in the slave 
marts of Britain. 

“Anglo-Saxondom is a 
Jesus Christ. Its characteristics of gen- 
tlemanliness, brotherhood and achieve- 
ment came out of His character. Eng- 
land was not reclaimed from barbarism 
until the conversion of her Saxon con- 
querors in the sixth century to Chris- 
tianity. 

“The fierce tribes of Huegist and Horsa 
were persuaded by Christian m’'ssiona- 
ries to give up their Druid worship for 
the religion of Jesus, and then the An- 
glo-Saxon race began its wonderful ca- 
reer. 

“So with men. Whenever and wherever 
they have as individuals put themselves 
under Christ they have received abun- 
dant life. A cloud of witnesses stand 
grouped in the halls of history ready to 
be called to the witness stand. 

“May f persuade you, my brothers, 
that this Christ is just the need of vour 
lives, and while we have beheld the man, 
we have also beheld the God who saves 
mankind, who inbullds character and tim- 


bers up the soul against the testi 
of eternity?” ~—— 
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° AT TRINITY CHURCH. 


Dr, R. ZF, Bigham, presiding elder of 
the Atlanta district, occupied the pulpit 
at Trinity church yesterday morning an4 
preached an instructive sermon on the 
subject: 

“The Preservation of the Moral Line.”’ 
Dr. Bigham handled the subject in a 
manner that developed many important 
lessons. He urged the maintenance of 
the moral line and stated reasons dem- 
onstrating the necessity for such a line. 

His text was selected from Isaiah v, 20: 
““‘Woe unto them that call evil g0o0d and 
good evil.’’ 

In substance he said: 


“Isaiah was a preacher of politics, but 
not a preacher in polities. He unhest- 
tatingly dealt with questions of imme- 
diate moment to his people. He left to 
other men ‘the gold dust in the stn’s 
clime,’ and *how the acorns grow.’ For 
himself he applied a great principle, 
which he declared was a sure remedy to 
the pending issues of his time, Righteous- 
ness, he proclaimed, would establish his 
action. Trades with Assyria on the one 
hand or Egypt on the other would fall 
far short of permanent good. He had a 
warfare, but his weapon was not car- 
nal. 

“dn the words of the text, he, jealous 
of the great principle he had preached, 
declares that there is a difference between 
good and evil, and that only evil can come 
to a man or nation when the perception 
of that difference is blinded; or, in prac- 
tice, broken down. The difference is not 
of degree, but of essence. It is abso- 
lute. 

“It is of the nature of these principles to 
create themselves. We see the difference 
most clearly, therefore, in men. A bad 
man does not and cannot approximate a 
good man~—whatever his natural virtues 
may be. 

“It is of the utmost Importance to 
preserve this line to the end: (a) That 
goodness may be made desirable; (b) 
That wickedness shall be discounted: 
(c) That vice may not masquerade un- 
der forms of virture. 

“God is the standard of what ts good. 
A standard is perfect in proportion to 
its fitness for universal application and 
its quality of permanence. Man sees 
questions from various standpoints and 
in different perspectives. The passing 
day colors his vision. These are, there- 
fore, different schools of moral philoso- 
phers. When they have agreed upon one 
system of morals and stood by it a few 
years at a time, it will be time enough 
to commend it to us. That system must 
also command the assent of mankind that 
it is good. 

“God's law is perfect. He sees things 
yesterday, today and forever as they are. 
He changeth not. Every successive reve- 
lation of Himself has enlarged man’s 
apprehension of the law of the Lord, 
but has not seen a change as to its 
essence in a single particular.”

The times and 
affections of the world are urged; reasons 
are demanded why the invitation should 
be accepted and the question is asked, 
“Cui bono?’ 

I would answer your first question by 
saying, when a man feels the necessity 
laid upon him to be good and do good 
it is only right and proper that he shouid 
connect himself with a company whose 
aim and work are the same. 

Another objection: “Supposing I am a 


' Christian; how should I connect myself 


with the church? I recognize the need 
of worship, but I prefer to worship God 
alone. Why cannot I adore Him in na- 
ture during a stroll into the woods? Why 
can’t 1 serve Him by visiting the home 
for the friendless, the hospital and the 
jail? Isn’t this just as Christlike as at- 
tending church where the service appears 
cold and perfunctory, a mere religious 
dress parade retarding me in my efforts 
to Hive up to conscience and duty.”’ Let 
us see: if a man is a Christian the‘ob- 
ligation is laid upon him by the Master 
Himself to confess Him before men. The 
medium through which this confession 
is made is the church which He organ- 
ized. This organization was not a mere 
accident of Christ’s ministry; it was a 
necessity appointed by the great Heai 
and ning of the church just for this pur- 
pose. It is true that there are certain 
acts of worship that can be performed 
in solitude, but the highest benefits of 
worship are gained through the organiza- 
tion which Christ has given to the world 
—His church—and he who wishes to 
strengthen his religious faculties must 
lay hold upon the helps gained by join- 
ing in worship with those who are seek- 
ing the same things. 

Other objectors want to Know about 
the hard doctrines of the church and 
whether we believe in a limited or an 
unlimited atonement, whether we preach 
that there are infants in hell a span long, 
or whether hell is literal fire and brim- 
stone, when the real question ought to 
be: ‘‘What shall I do to be saved?’ So 
long as you are abiding under the wrath 
and cause of God you have nothing to do 
with such’ speculation. 

Another objection is that “I am wait- 
ing for my husband or my wife or my 
sister or my brother.” I Know that this 
objection is frequently and _= sincerely 
urged; still I feel that this is a matter 
that every soul must settle for itself. 
No one has a right to stand between you 
and your duty to confess Christ, and 
however sincerely you may urge this 
plea I cannot think that it excuses you. 

Another objection says: “I am not good 
enough; the standard I set for a Chris- 
tian is high; the obligations are solemn.” 
So they are; but that is not the question 
for you. How long would you remain 
outside the church if you waited until 
you were good enough to come in? Do 
you think you will ever be able to say: 
“Tl have put away sin; I have attained 
the standard of holiness required by the 
Christian church; I feel that I am good 
enough to come in and work with you, 
open your doors to me?” No; when you 
come you will say: “I am too weak to 
stand alone: I have come to you for 
sympathy and help.” And when you 
come this way, even While your trembling 
lips are pronouncing the words, the 
loving Master is whispering: ‘“‘Let not 
your heart be troubled; My grace is suf- 
ficient for you.” 

There is one last objector. He has ex- 
perienced the conviction of sin and is 
overwhelmed by the burdens of his weak- 
ness. But he says: “I have delayed so 
long that I am now afraid to come. Day 
by day I have plunged deeper and deeper 
into iniquity and have added new and 
more terrible sins to my list until now I 
am ashamed to ask Christ to assume the 
burden.”’” Oh, my brother, you are the 


+ man Christ came to save; for you He left 


His throne on high, and with infinite pity, 
compassion and love began the search 
on earth.’ Fer you He suffered all the 
pains incident to human life; for you He 
wrestled in the garden, bore the sting 
of the lash, the mockings and the curs- 
ings: for you He endured the hatred of 
man and the malice of devils; for you He 
died upon the cross, and to you now He 
comes with amazing pity and entreats 
you to let Him bear the burden. And, 
my dear brother, it will be better for 
you to roll the burden on Him now than 
to have it an intolerable burden on your 
soul in an eternal hell. Come, then, sin- 
ner, with all of your sins: “come and we 
will do thee roo0d.”” Come because you will 
find help and sympathy; and when you 
row weary there will be a strong arm 
bf a brother to helo you. “Come, for the 
Spirit and the Bride say come, and he 
that hears says come, and whosoever will 
let him take of the water of life freely. 


A FINE SHOWING IS MADE. 


Annual Meeting of the Second Bap- 
ist Church Was Held Yes- 
terday. 

Second Baptist church held its an- 
Biregthe wo a yesterday at ll o'clock. The 
new pastor, Rev. Jobn E. White, pre- 
sided ove? the meeting and most gratify- 
ing reports were presented setting forth 
‘he work of the church, Sunday school 
and its mission station for the past year, 

The total cash receipts from all sources 
amounted to the sum of $14,304.63, not in- 
cluding proceeds of sale of house and lot 
on Washington street, which brought 
$4,400, The Berean avenue or Emmanuel 
misgion of the church, under the care of 
the Young Men’s Missionary Society, 
raised $650for its new building. 

Of the total amount collected it is a 
matter of general denominational in- 
terest that the following sums were ac- 
tually paid to the boards: Forelgn mis- 
siong $634.50, home missions $681.04, state 
missions $247.05, students’ fund Southern 
Baptist seminary $150, Mercer student $50. 

The contributions to denominational ob- 
jects amounted to $2,747.34, an increas® 
over the previous year of $442.29 and does 
not include Sunday school, the poor fund 
of the church and contributions to the 
Bierean avenue mission amounting to 
$1,586.32. : 

There were forty-five baptisms during 
the year, eight deaths among its mem- 
bers and the present membership of the 
church is 812, exclusive of those .who are 
in the mission. The Sunday school of the 
church made a4 fine report, showing 360 
on the roll with an actual attendance 
last Sunday of 330. Its aim for the year 
1901 ig to have 500 children in the school. 

The Bmanual mission in east Atlanta 
located near the corner of Hast Fair and 
Berean avenue, has a membership of 250, 
an increase of about seventy-five over 
the previous year. It raised about $650 
for expenses: its new house of worship 
and itg pastor, Rev. J. 8. Goodwin, is 
doing much good work. 

A material reduction was made in the 
debt on the church building during the 
year, the sum of $8,100 was pald on it. 

The following carefully prepared state- 
ment, made by one of the officers, shows 
the amounts contributed or raised by the 
churcly and its organizations during the 
year 1900. 

Thomas H. Northen, church treasurer, 
received $5,664.68; George S. Lowndes re- 
ceived $3,244.60, not including proceeds 
or sale of house and lot on aWshingtoy 
street; J. T. Pendleton, treasurer genera! 
and special mission fund, $1,938.70: re- 
ceived from Woman's Missionary and 
Benevolent Society $1,713.68; from Young 
Men's Society and Berean mission, $807.64; 
Dr. L. D. Carpenter, treasurer Sunday 
school, $616:76; mission workers received 
$219.30; Mme Ladies’ Missionary So- 
clety $178.56; Christian Lignt’s band $17.24 
and special receipts not embraced in 
other reports $379.63. Net cash receipts for 
the year 1900. not including cash on hand 
first of 1900, $14,304.63. 

The new pastor, Dr. White, has made 
a fine impressfon on the church and 
community and a decided advancement 
ls expected along all lines under his 
leadership. ;

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THIEVES WENT IN 


AS COP WATCHED 


Rogues Had Stolen Goods When They 
Were Caught. 


HAD MADE A BOLD THEFT 


Two Wegroes Carried Off a Show 
Case Full of Goods. 


TRIED TO MAKE SALE AT ANOTHER STORE 


At Store Where Sale Was Made Po- 
liceman Was on the Watch. 
Storekeepers Arrested. 


When Bicycle Officer Key shadowed a 
fruit stand at the corner of Edgewood 
avenue and Courtland street for many 


hours on many nights he did not realize’ 


the good luck which was in store for 
him, for he captured two thieves Satur- 
day night who had committed a very 
bold and remarkable robbery. 

Patrolman Dobbins had watched the 
same place and later when he became 
turnkey at the barracks Officers Key 
and Wells were detailed to do the shad- 
owing. 

It had been suspected that the fruit 
stand was receiving stolen goods and 
was a regular fence for all sorts of gee- 
gaws and gimcracks that negro thieves 
were ficking up around loose. 

On Saturday night two daring thieves 
went into the store of John T. Hagan, 
at'the corner of Bell and Decatur streets, 
and carried away a showcase full of 
goods. They did not take time and trou- 
ble to select the goods, but toted off the 
entire case. 

Taking the case to a dark place on the 
railroad under the Bell street bridge, they 
quickly filled a lot of baskets which 
they had in readiness. 

Merchant Hagan was very busy wait- 
ing on his customers and it was several 
minutes after the theft before he missed 


‘the showcase. Then he reported it to 


the police. 

In the meantime Officer Key was 
watching the fruit stand. In stepped two 
negro youth with several baskets filled 
with goods of all kinds,. including thread, 
tobacco, pins, candy, cigarettes, jewelry 
and chinaware. 

Officer Key states he saw the fruit stand 
man hand the negroes money and saw 
some of the goods delivered. 

Before the negroes knew an officer was 
about they were under arrest and were 
sent to the barracks along with the goods. 

Half an hour later Merchant Hagan wag 
at the barracks identifying the goods 
as those taken with his showcase. The 
theft and capture had not taken an 
hour. 

Upon this evidence Captain Ball ordered 
the two men who kept the fruit stand 
arrested, and accordingly C. Corrabillis 
and 8S. Antonia, or two men with names 
like these on the police docket, were 
locked up at the barracks. They were 
charged with receiving stolen gods. They 
denied their guilt and gave’bond yester- 
day morning. °

AN OLD HAT MAN SKIPS OUT 


Man Wanted in Macon Is Found in 
Valdosta.

For several weeks he had headquarters 
at the Stubblefield house and did a jarge 
business repairing and shaping vp hats 
for Macon citizens. He dealt in an al- 
leged questionable manner with several 
of his patrons, exchanging their hats for 
inferior ones and failing in some.§ in- 
starces, so it is said, to return hats whicn 
he had received to clean. About ten days 
ago Carlisle informed persons at the 
Stubblefield house that he had received 
a check for $1,000 from a friend in Chicago 
and that he intended to leave at once for 
New York to buy hats and open a store 
in Macon. Last night a week ago Car- 
lisle left the Stubblefield house suddenly 
without telling Proprietor Herin goodbye, 
and owing that gentleman $14 for beard 
and failing to return hats to patrons.

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“Many people,’’ said a gentleman at the 
Kimball yesterday, “seem to be sur- 
prised that a negro should have been 
burned to death by a mob of Kansans. 
There is nothing surprising that such 2 
deed should have been done in Kansas. 
In fact, it was in keeping with the tra- 
ditions of the state that a human being 
should have been oiled and burned at the 
stake to furnish a spectacle for the peo- 
ple of Leavenworth. 

“Those who are expressing surprise at 
the Leavenworth tragedy apparently have 
forgotten the history of Kansas. The 
State is the child of the mob. You 
needn’t shy at that statement. It is a 
historical fact. Back in the territorial 
days the abolition mob, with old John 
Brown for its leader, began defying law 
out there and administering justice ac- 
cording to its own theories, and the 
spirit of the mob has been rampant in 
the state ever since. 

“You hear people sing occasionally that 
‘John Brown’s soul goes marching on.’ 
There’s a modicum of truth in the song, 
but only a modicum. ‘John Brown’s soul 
is marching on,’ but it) is marching on 
in Kansas. Nearly everywhere in the 
country John Brown ‘ts now recognized 
for what he was, a bloodthirsty ruffian 
who was justly hanged for inciting mobs 
to rise and slay and burn. But out in 
Kansas they tell me that old ‘Oassa- 
wattomie’ is regarded as a demi-god. Un- 
doubtedly his soul is on the march in 
Kansas and the result of its peregrina- 
tions was seen in that holocaust on the 
peachtree of the third city of Kansas. 

“I believe a good deal in atarism, and, 
therefore, the Leavenworth affair causes 
mé no surprise. It is perfectly in char- 
acter for the descendants of those who 
encouraged and followed John Brown in 
his bloody raids and arson expeditions 
to be burning a man at the stake. That 
the victim was black, doesn’t count. It 
is true that years ago they were killing 
white folks out there, because the latter 
owned negroes in accordance with the 
constitution and laws of the United 
States, and that now they are burning 
negroes for assaulting white women. But 
there is no inconsistency in that. When 
the mob is around the color of the vic- 
tim doesn’t count in any state, and still 
less would it count in Kansas, which, as 
I have said, is the original habitat of 
the mob and in a way owes its state- 
hood to the forces of disorder. 

**You must have noticed in the story 
of the burning that it had touches of 
refined cruelty about it which differenti- 
ated it from similar affairs that have 
occurred in more southern latitudes. That 
was to be expected. As the original mob 
state of the union, the people of Kansas 
naturally know more about such affairs 
than those who make up the mobs in 
the states which owe their existence to 
the orderly processes of law. Down 
here we are sort of Neophytes in the mob 
business, and, therefore, our holocausts 
are marked by cruelties. But out in 
Kansas, with the spirit of the mob born 
in them and kept alive by stories of 
the deeds of John Brown and his outlaws, 
the people know how to burn a negro 
in a stylish manner. Down here these 
infractions of the law are committed 
in out of the way places. Out there the 
finest residence street in one of the 
largest cities in the state is selected for 
the holocaust and the tragedy is enacted 
with dress suit accompaniments. 

“Oh, no; don’t be surprised at the 
Leavenworth burning and don’t blame 
the Kansans, for— 

‘‘*‘John Brown's body lies mouldering in 
the ground, 
But his soul goes marching on’— 

‘In Kansas.”’ 

It was interesting to listen yesterday 
to the comments made in the hotel lob- 
bies on the illness of Queen Victoria, The 
Angiphobe business has been pertty well 
worked in the United States by the poll- 
ticilans, especially when a national cam- 
paign was on. Judging from the expres- 
sions relative to Great Britain used dur- 
ing a campaign a casual observer would 
have concluded that the people of the 
United States were animated by a deep- 
seated hostility for the British. 

How false such a conclusion would 
have been evidenced yesterday by the 
sympathetic expressions made in refer- 
ence to the condition of Queen Victoria 
and the general hope that her illness 
might not prove mortal. All classes spoke 
sympathetically and all expressed the 
highest admiration for the womanliness 
which has always characterized the 
stricken queen and empress. 

The truth is, the average American has 
a very kindly feeling for the English. He 
feels that he is in some sort an Pnglish- 
man himself and is proud of it. During 
the heat of politics he may abuse Great 
Britian and her policies, but that is mere 
froth.

gard to her character. Her name and 
fame are as spotless now as on that 
morning, years ago, when but a maid, 
she ascended the throne, 

“The people of the United States will 
mourn her death as deeply as her own 
subjects. Politiciens may abuse Great 
Britain, but the people of the United 
States are not hostile to that country. 
They know that Arrericans and English 
come from a common stock and they are 
prou’i of it. They know that the Anglo- 
Saxon blood fs the best in the world and 


that the people in whose veins it courses 
are, and always will be, the lords of the 
earth. It is this knowledge that is re- 
sponsible for the general grief that is 
manifest because the queen has been 
stricken.”’

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POLITICAL POINT OF VIEW 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


There was a report yesterday among 
some of the Atlanta militiamen that Gov- 
ernor Candler intended to investigate tho 
alleged divulging of the findings of the 
recent court martial in the cases of Cap- 
tain E. E. Aldred, Lieutenant G. I. S. 
Watt and Sergeant P. H. Huff. The 
report, however, seems to be premature, 
if not without foundation. It is not be- 
lieved the findings were divulged by any 
member of the court, but rather by some 
outside party who had gathered the in- 
formation which even he was not sup- 
posed to make public. As a matter of 
fact, the governor has not yet been able 
to take up the court martial on account 
of having the McRee convict camp case 
in the way. This case comprises more 
than 500 pages of closely typewritten evi- 
dence and it is a monumental task to 
go through with ft. As soon as the gov- 
ernor has digmested the evidence, the mem- 
bers of the prison commission will meet 
with him and they will decide the case. 


Attorney General Terrell spent two 
days in Augusta last week conferring 
with the city and county attorneys with 
reference to the suit brought by the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad to pre- 
vent the collection of state, city and 
county taxes on the Atlanta and West 
Point debentures formerly owned by: the 
Georgia railroad, but now claimed by the 
Louisville and Nashville. The suit for 
injunction is set for a hearing before 
Judge Newman in the United States court 
here on next Monday, and the attorneys 
for Augusta and for Richmond county 
will appear with the attorney general, 
who will represent the state. The con- 
ference was held in order to formulate 
a plan of action for the defense. It is 
possible, however, that the hearing may 
be postponed. 


Governor Candler and several of the 
statehouse officials were examining the 
medals presented to Major W. T. Gary, 
Senator Smith and Judge Calhoun, just 
before the presentation ceremonies took 
place in the hall of the house on Satur- 
fee 

“Monumentum Aere Perennius,”” read 
Governor Candler, repeating the Latin in- 
scription on the medal. 

“Governor, I'll help you out,” said Ma- 
jor Gary sotto voce. “It means a monu—” 

‘‘Monument more enduring than brass,” 
put in the governor loud enough to be 
heard. ‘Yes, it’s a quotation from Hor- 
ace.”’ 

The governor is by no means a stranger 
to the Latin classics. 


The meeting of the trustees of the 
Technological school in the state library 
at the capitol this afternoon is looked 
forward to with much interest. A strong 
petition will be presented in behalf of 
the suspended seniors, and influence will 
be brought to bear to have their sen- 
tences mitigated, if not removed alto- 
gether. The governor’s name is signed 


to the petition in behalf of the boys, and 
strong hopes are expressed that the meet- 
ing will result in their reinstatement. 


Major J. W. Warren, executive sec- 
retary, who was stricken with paralysis 
on Friday, was reported much better at 
his home at Decatur last night. Major 
Warren’s many friends will be glad to 
know that he will probably be at his desk 
in the capitol again within a few days. 


State Geologist W. S. Yeates will re- 
turn to McDuffie county today, where he 
will continue his investigations in con- 
nection with the gold mines there. Pro- 
fessor Yeates is deeply gratified at the 
result of his investigations so far as they 
have gone. 


Governor Candler has just named 
Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector general; 
Colonel W. E. Wooten, of the Fourth 
regiment; Major W. L. Grayson, of the 
First, and Major J. Van Holt Nash, of 
the Fifth, as a state examining board 
for the purpose of examining military 
officers-elect. The principal work which 
the board will have to do at the present 
time is to examine the fifteen or twenty 
new officers of the First regiment in- 
fantry, into which three new companies 
have just been admitted. It is only nec- 
essary to have two members of the ex- 
amining board present at these examina- 
tions, though all of the members have 
to pass on the papers before the commis- 
sions are issued. Colonel Obear will visit 
Savannah before long, and he and Major 
zrayson will conduct the examinations 
there.
